Numerous instances of petty thiev­ 
ing have liecn reported from various 
sections of the county during the past 
few weeks and as W inter approaches 
it is expected that they w ill become 
still more frequent. 
The most recent instance of a farmer 
suffering from the work of thieves 
occurred on Tuesday night when the 
crili of C. E. Steinour in Butler town­ 
ship. was broken into and ten bushels of 
corn stolen 
A slat was torn off the 
side of the crib and the miscreant had 
no trouble making away 
with

To such a large extent was this done 
last Fall that the thieves would go in 
large two horse wagons and, visiting 
different fields, would come homo in 
tho early morning with a load of corn 
as a result of the night s work 
The depredations of thieves in town 
have been pretty well stopped though 
several times w ithin the past week a t­ 
tempts have I leon made to enter town 
homes, in every instance the [tarty 
being frightened away by tho occu­ 
pants of the 
house liefore entrance 
could lie gained.

dence. 
Farmers are satisfied 
with 
their tenants and the icnauts are satis­ 
fied w ith the treatm ent of the owners. 
The many Adams County farmers who 
own the farms they occupy w ill of 
course stay on their own land. 
Another leason for the small num ­ 
ber of sales is th# feeling of fbe far­ 
mers that stock w ill briDg low prices 
owing to the high price of feed. Many 
residents of the county are anixous to 
lessen the amount of stock on hand 
owing to the high price of feed and 
this will undoubtedly tend 
to bring 
down 
the figures paid 
for cattle. 
W ith htis danger following the high 
records of last year many farmers have 
decided not to hold tale this year.

A leading northern agricultural jour­ 
nal speaks in a sarcastic vein of the 
benefits conferred by the Gunnison 
tunnel because 100.000 acres of the 
land to be watered belong to private 
parties aud will be worth from $75 to 
$300 per acre as soon as the w ater Is 
turned on, belittles the pride which 
governaient offidals feel In the com­ 
pletion of the tunnel and chases with: 
“Talk about graft—but w hat's the use? 
It is love’s labor lost to paint the Illy.” 
The discerning reader will likely say 
th at this g raft—lf graft it Is—Is not 
essentially different from that perpe­ 
trated when the government sold land 
fifty or sixty years ago for $1.25 an 
acre whic 
has benefited individual 
proprietors to the tune of $100 an a* re. 


W hether land prices in the newer 
fruit sections of the west are Isling 
boomed beyond a reasonable limit can 
be pretty readily ascertained by con­ 
sulting bankers in such localities and 
finding out just how much i>er acre 
they will lend you on a given piece of 
land after It comes into your posses­ 
sion. 
If they tell you little or nothing. 
it is evidence of their belief that in 
practical operation the land will not 
give a return which represents n fair 
interest rate on the price which you 
are asked to pay. 
If they are willing 
to lend generously on the proposition. 
it Is likely not In the boom class.

MAKING VINEGAR. 
As often as the apple harvest comes 
round rec urs the question of a conver­ 
sion of the unsalable cull stock into 
vinegar. 
After the juice of the apples 
has been squeezed out the barrels in 
which the first 
fermentation 
is to 
take- place should be filled about two- 
t birds full and the bunghole filled with 
a cloth plug to keep out dirt aud flies. 
When the “working” has ceased the 
clear portion of the liquid should be 
poured out and strained, if necessary. 
the barrels carefully rinsed out and the 
contents replaced, together with a cou­ 
ple of gallons of old vinegar with some 
mother in each barrel. 
If a few cakes 
of commercial yeast are added the 
process will be hastened, while if the 
original apple juice lacked in sweet­ 
ness a few pounds of coffee* A sugar 
will help matters along. 
When the 
second stet* in the process is complet­ 
ed—the conversion of the alcohol into 
vinegar—which sometimes takes place 
In six months and sometimes requires 
a couple of years, tile barrels should be 
lilied full and plugged tightly to pre­ 
vent further chemical changes. 
Cider 
changes to vinegar most rapidly and 
with best results under a temperature 
of about GO or 70 degrees F.
